Message to Grocers 


General Johnson, in his message to 


the Indiana Retail Grocers Association 
said that "in several local commun- 
ities retailers arc making joint agree- 
ments to shorten hours." 


"This is not in keeping with cither 


the spirit or the fact as expressed in 
the president's re-employment agree- 
ment or in the president's statements 
regarding re-employment, of which the 
essence is to affect an increase both 
in re-employment and in wages to 
those employed," the administrator 
said. 


"In the presidential agreement, the 


absolute minimum hours'of any store 
which customarily operated more than 
52 hours is 52 hours. The average 
number of hours which retail grocers 
were open was by their national com- 
mittee staled lo be 73 hours. They 
said Ihey did nol want Ihcir hours 
stortened because of possible loss of 
business. 


"On this 
representation 
grocers 


were given special consideration and 
allowed 48 hours work for the em- 
ployes. 


"If the store hours are reduced by 


this agreement to any number of hours 
below 63 hours, the re-employ ment 
anticipated through the allowance of

Harry Shiver Files Action

An injunction seeking to remove

The injunction by Shiver followed

Porter for violating a plumbing ordi- 
nance while installing fixtures of a 
beer dispensary at Webb's News Stand. 


In municipal court Monday Shiver 


was fined $5 and costs for the viola- 
tion, although the city council in a 
meeting several days ago passed a 
resolution whereby the plumbing in- 
spector and the plumber could arbi- 
trate their differences.

day for a hit-and-run auto- 
mobile accident here a week 
ago Sunday night in which 
three Hope persons were in- 
jured. 


In municipal court Monday Walker 


was found guilty of reckless driving. 
Judge W. K. Lemley sentenced him to 
30 days in jail and assessed a fine of 
$50 and costs upon the negro. 


Walker was taken in custody by 


Sheriff Arlicc Pittman 
of 
Nevada 


county. He was returned here Sun- 
day by Chief of Police Clarence Ba- 
ker. 


"Scared," Says Negro 


Walker contended that he was not 


in fault, and was driving at a mod- 
erate rate of speed when the accident 
occurred. Asked why he fled from 
the accident in which C. B. Presley, 
his wife and 10-year-old daughter 
Mary Etta, were injured, the negro re- 
plied that he was "scared to death." 


After escaping officers immediately 


following the collision, in which the 
Presley car was overturned at North 
Walnut and Division streets, the ne- 
gro claimed that he walked to his 
home in Prescott that night, and had 
lived with relatives near there until 
his arrest late Saturday. 


Mary Hawthorne, 
negro woman, 


came here from Prescott the day fol- 
lowing the accident and claimed the 
car that Walker was driving. She gave 
officers his name,

in 1919, accepted the federal appoint- 
ment January 2, and a special session 
of the legislation was convened later 
in the month. 


On the day before the special ses- 


sion convened, Mr. Newton made a 
Statement in which he said that when 
he had accepted the federal appoint- 
ment he had automatically vacated the 
office of represenative ffi the legisla- 
ture. He said his resignation was un- 
necessary, since the constitution pre- 
cluded his service as a legislator when 
he was receiving compensation 
from 


the federal government. 


A new speaker of the House was 


elected, and GoVerYior Brough appoint- 
ed a member of the legislature to 
succeed Mr. Newton, 


However, Governor Futrell said that 


he would not attempt to fill vacancies 
in the legislature by appointment, 
since this is prohibited by the con- 
stitution. 


Should the members of the present 


legislature who are holding federal 
positions be declared ineligible to 
take part in the proposed special ses- 
sion, their places could be filled only 
by special elections in the respective 
counties and senatorial districts. 


Attorney General Hal L. Norwood 


said that he had not been asked for 
an official opinion as to whether ac- 
ceptance of a position with the Home 
Owners Loan Corporation by a mem- 
ber of the legislature would make the 
member ineligible to serve at the pro- 
posed i-.:i.cial session. He declined to 
express an unofficial opinion, saying 
he had not looked into the matter and 
that he believed he should not give 
an informal opinion.

wage scale.

Individualism Retained 


"Then we discovered this Prairie 


Farm. We dicidcd that by each fam- 
ily contributing ?500 we could make 
a down payment on the farm, which is 
wellequipped and for years has raised 
cash crops of sugar beets and pepper- 
mint. We believe we can live here 
in happiness and contentment." 


The Sunrise Community is another 


experiment of communistic life, of 
which there have been many in Amer- 
ica's history. But it is not Commun- 
ism on the Russian plan, Cohen points 
out. Individualistic thought nnd ex- 
pression is permitted, and any family 
which hn* saved something from the 
wreck of its previous finances may 
handle those affairs ns it chooses. 
There are no fixed rules for admit- 
tance except the $500 payment. Neith- 
er race nor creed is to be a factor.

35-HOUR 


WEEK! 


Effective Monday, August 7, all employes of the 


mechanical department of Hope Star will observe a 
35-hour week, in accordance with Section 3 of the 
NRA, governing skilled crafts. 
. 
. 


Clerical work will be limited to the 40-hour week; 


but editors, reporters and advertising men are profes- 
sional workers and declared by Administrator John- 
son to be exempt from NRA hour limitations. 


No full-time adult employe of this newspaper under 


the ownership of the last four and a half years has 
ever been paid less than the minimum wage fixed by 
the NRA, and no adjustment of wages was necessary 
to comply with the federal act. 


Chaotic conditions a long time ago ruled the news- 


paper business—long hours and starvation wages, the 
very conditions which the federal government is seek- 
ing to eliminate in certain industries today under the 
NRA. 
Newspaper business men eliminated this sort 


of thing from their own industi'y by wise consolida- 
tions, paying better wages, making a better product, 
and obtaining a fair price for it. 


Hope had a good newspaper record before this own- 


ership came here. About all we can report is that as 
the result of the consolidation of this city's newspapers 
in January, 1929, we have been in a position to main- 
tain fair working conditions and a fair .wage for-all 
our people. 
i 


Hope Star today is working men in eight of its 


original ten full-time positions—80 per cent of its peak 
employment. 


The panic has meant hardship for everyone. But 


in a progressive organization the available work is 
spread out amon gall the employes, shortening the 
working time but maintaining as nearly as possible the 
hourly wage. In its mechanical department Hope Star 
applied the "stagger" system of employment more than 
a year before the NRA regulations came along. 


Every fifth week each shop employe took a week's 


furlough. This meant on the five-week average a 
working week of 37 hours. 


But effective Monday, August 7, the shopmen will 


work 35 hours each week, and the hourly wage has 
been increased to give them the same pay for 35 hours 
they formerly drew for 37 hours. The new hourly 
wage is-only 8 per cent less than the peak of 1029-30,
